NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The Bank of California suspended and 
closed doors yesterday afternoon. 
The Common Council last evening located 
the depot of the Los Angeles and Independ­ 
ence Railroad on San Pedro street. 


T h e H o u g h to n-T e m p l e campaign 
sheet, misnamed the Independent, de­ 
nies that it isa one mule power con­ 
cern. We doubt if it is up to that stan­ 
dard. One donkey power is nearer the 
gauge. 


T h e Express appears to have for­ 
gotten all the other candidates on the 
Republican-Independent ticket and 
covers Mr. T e m p l e with the most ful­ 
some and nauseating adulation. It 
has received its cue from B r ie r l y and 
B o uton which is to sell out all the 
other candidates 
for 
T e m p l e and 
II o u g h to x. 
N o wonder the candida­ 
tes made up a purse and started the 
Independent. 


T he Independent is glad to know 
that Mr. T e m pl e does not own stock 
in the H e r a l d and that he has re­ 
ceived all the money he had loaned 
the Company. We are glad of it too 
and we would be glad to know that he 
could get back the money he has put 
into the Independent and Express 
with one and a half percent per month 
interest as he did from the H e r a l d 
Publishing Company. 


T h e telegraph announces that the 
Bank of California suspended at 2:40 
yesterday afternoon.

L e a c h , the man who obtained tne 
Democratic nomination for Assembly­ 
man in San Diego county, will in case 
of his election occupy much the same 
position in the State Legislature that 
B o o th does in the United States Sen­ 
ate. A man without a party or politi­ 
cal associates. Nominated by Demo­ 
crats, he has taken the stump against 
the Democratic nominee for Congress; 
a professed Democrat, he isjadvocating 
the election of the Republican candi­ 
date for Congress, a renegade and trai­ 
tor to the principles of Democracy he 
asks Democrats to send him to the As­ 
sembly. We are told that there is not 
the slightest chance for his election 
and this is as it should be. W e want 
no such man in the Legislature calling 
himself a Democrat. We prefer a 
frank, out-spoken, honest Republican 
to a slippery, unreliable principle de­ 
serting Democrat.

The San Diego Delegation.

to n, will, if persisted in, seriously af­ 
fect the vote of Mr. E st u d il l o the 
Democratic nominee for State Treas­ 
urer, throughout this Congressional 
District. The San Diego delegation, 
of whom Senator M cCoy was a mem­ 
ber, went into the State Convention 
with a single object—that of securing 
the nomination of Mr. E s t u d il l o . 
They accomplished their purpose, Los 
Angeles assisting with her solid eleven 
votes. They then went into the Con­ 
gressional Convention which nominat­ 
ed Mr. W io g in t o n and to-day these 
gentlemen are in honor bound to stand 
by and vote for him. Los Angeles 
eounty|went into that Convention and 
made a fight for Mr. W il so n . He 
was defeated and a man holding the 
same views and supporting the same 
principles with himself nominated. 
We have greater reason to bolt from 
Mr. W ig g in t o n than the San Diego 
delegates. Our candidate was defeat­ 
ed; San Diego’s favorite was nominat­ 
ed for Treasurer and her delegation 
now refuses to support the nominee 
for Congress. This is wrong and for this 
wrong Mr. E s t u d il l o will be, in a 
measure,held responsible. He owes it 
to himself and to his party to place 
himself and his friends right on the 
record and unless he does so he will 
lose hundreds of votes in Los Angeles 
county. That he will lose heavily in 
other counties in the district there is 
no room for doubt. Mr. W ig g in t o n 
obtained his nomination fairly and 
honestly and he is entitled to the ear­ 
nest support of his fellow candidates 
and of the delegates of the State and 
Congressional Conventions. 


As election day approaches, signs 
of dissatisfaction and distrust in the 
Republican-Independent rank9 
be­ 
come more perceptible and it will not 
be surprising if between now and next 
Wednesday the corrupt mass falls to 
pieces from sheer rottenness. For a 
time the desire to secure office acted 
us a cohesive power to hold the place 
hunters together, but they soon began 
to play each other false by trading ev­ 
erybody for themselves and now each 
candidate regards the others as his 
bitter personal enemies. These are the 
Republican gentlemen whom B outon 
and B r ie r l y have thrust forward as 
Independent candidates; these are the 
Republican worthies whom we are 
told have been selected irrespective of 
political preference; these are the Re­ 
publicans in.

The card fromCounty Supt. P eck in 
response toa report circulated by Mr. 
T e m p l e ’s supporters that Treasurer 
R o w a n had defrauded certain school 
districts out of a portion of their mon­ 
ey, effectually nails down that slander. 
Supt. P ec k explains that not one cent 
of the school money could be diverted 
from its legitimate purpose without 
his knowledge and he testifies that he 
has always found Mr. R o w a n straight 
forward and honorable in the discharge 
of his duties both as citizen and Coun­ 
ty Treasurer. This endorsement of 
Mr. R o w a n came from a Republican 
—a political opponent—and 
should 
mantle 
with 
shame the 
cheeks 
of those who are so lost to honor and 
decency as to basely slander one, 
against whom as officer or citizen, no 
word of reproach can bo truthfully ut­ 
tered. If the opponents of Mr. R o w a n 
suppose that they can defeat him with 
falsehoods and slanders they will meet 
with that disappointment which all 
maligners deserve. 


As a last resort the Independent-Re- 
publicans, or more correctly speaking, 
the Republican-Independents, have 
called in the services of J im E a s t m a n , 
the individual who traveled 
with 
B ooth during his campaign for Gov- 
erne r and acquired a State notoriety 
as the clown to the Governor’s circus. 
J im is on the bills for several speeches 
between now and election day and if 
he secures a good sized audience on 
each occasion he will add several hun­ 
dred votes to the Democratic majority. 
At least such would be the result if he 
made the speeches about Placerv ille, 
Stockton or Sacramento where his po­ 
litical honesty is well understood and 
appreciated at its full value. Some 
years ago at the suggestion of Dr. T i­ 


t u s, head physician of the State In­ 
sane asylum, we advised J im to keep 
out of politics and we now repeat that 
advice. 


L a s t evening’s Express contains a 
card signed by one W. W. J e n k in s. 
To the people of Los Angeles county 
that card needs no answer beyond the 
simple announcement that its author 
is Mr. T e m p l e ’s first Lieutenant and 
chief fugleman, and is doing all in his 
power to earn his money. This man 
J e n k in s has followed Mr. R o w a n all 
over the county, retailing the misstate­ 
ments contained in his card. Both he 
and his story excite only the ridicule 
and contempt of honest men 


The Daily Democrat is doing good 
service for the Democratic cause in 
this city. As an exponent of the prin­ 
ciples of the unterrified it is a success. 


Another Letter from an Old Democrat. 


E d it o r H e r a l d :—I think I have 
conclusively shown in my formercom- 
raunication that the Republican and 
not the Democratic party inaugurated 
the late deplorable war between the 
Northern and Southern states, and 
that every act of the Republican par­ 
ty during that war W’a9 in violation of 
the Constitution of our country, and 
that every act of the Southern states 
was warrented by the letter and spirit 
of the Constitution and every princi­ 
ple of our government. 
Mr. Wood asserted that the Demo­ 
cratic party was a pro-slavery party ; 
let us look at the history of the Dem­ 
ocratic party in the United States, and 
see if that assertion is warranted by 
facts. It is a well known and undis­ 
puted fact that at the close of the Rev­ 
olutionary war there were thirteen 
states, every one of which held slaves, 
and it is also well known and undis­ 
puted that after the election of Thom­ 
as Jefferson in 1800, the Democratic 
party held undisputed sway in this 
government down to the election of 
Harrison in 1840, with the exception 
of four years of John Quincy Adams; 
and it is a9 well known that up to 1827, 
eight of these original states had, un­ 
der Democratic rule, abolished slavery 
and given them the right of suffrage. 
Under Martin Van Buren’s adminis­ 
tration as Governor of the state of N. 
York, the negroes who paid taxes on 
two hundred and fifty dollars worth of 
property were allowed to vote; how 
then can any one say that the Demo­ 
cratic is a pro-slavery party? No man 
can say so who has any regard for 
truth ; and no man will say so in a 
public speech, except he thinks he is 
talking to those ignorant of the histo­ 
ry of the country; and no man has ev­ 
er said so excepting Rcpnblican speak­ 
ers, whose hopes of office depends up­ 
on the amount of deception he can 
practice upon the American people; 
who does not argue or reason, but con­ 
tents himself with declarations and 
denunciations for which there is no 
foundation in fact. 
Hoping by his 
malign teachings to perpetuate the 
Republican party in power, upon the 
single emotion of hate,—treacherous, 
ferocious hate of the Democrats of the 
North, and our fellow citizens of the 
Southern states,—as Gen. Chase said 
to W. D. Chadwick Glover, Dec. 27, 
1859: “I do not wish to have the slave 
emancipated because I love him, but 
because I hate his master.” And on 
this principle of ferocious hate rests 
the claims of the Republican party to 
the suffrages of the American people; 
and in the year 1869, iu the cemeteries 
of Washington city, when they were 
decorating the graves of the brave sol­ 
diers of the war, soldiers were placed 
in the cemetery with fixed bayonets 
to prevent persons from strewing flow­ 
ers on the graves of the sou them dead. 
But mark the coutrast. When Mass. 
became Democratic, the state gave a 
cordial invitation to the soldiers of the 
confederate army to participate in the 
celebration of the centenial of the bat­ 
tle of Buuker Hill, and the son of 
Gen. Lee was an honered guest of the 
city of Boston; and the State of Mass. 
under Democratic rule took their 
Southern brethren by the hand and 
buried the hatchet on the brow of the 
hill, beloved by every American from 
Brunswick to California—from Nova 
Scotia to Mexico. I ask Mr. Wood, 
when he again makes these charges of 
pro-slavery traitors against the Dem­ 
ocratic party, to look at these facts in 
the history of the country, and re­ 
member that the Democratic party 
had the control of this government 
for sixty out of seventy years,and when 
we handed it over to the Republican 
party we were “ invincible in our 
strength, exhaustless in our resources, 
boundless in our prosperity; we were 
the wonder and admiration of the 
world;” and we ask the people also to 
remember these things, and let us 
place the government back into the 
hands of the Democratic party, who 
has such a record in the history of our 
country. The Independent party ad­ 
mit the corruption of the Republican 
party, and openly proclaim in all their 
speeches that they have destroyed al­ 
most the last vestige of constitutional 
liberty from the land; and that their 
principles will, if not checked, result 
in the final and complete overthrow 
of our once glorious Republic. And 
yet they stand up and boast that they 
were in that Republican party, and 
helped to destroy our once Democratic 
and glorious government. On what 
grounds then do they claim the suf­ 
frage of the people? If they helped 
to destroy our former good govern­ 
ment, wnich they admit, then of 
course they are not to be trusted, sim­ 
ply because they have changed their 
name from Republicans to Indepen­ 
dents. This same old Federal party 
has changed its name every few years 
since the formation of our govern­ 
ment, and have caused a disturbance 
every time they get into power; and 
the people, in order to restore the 
country to quietude, were forced to 
place the country back into the hands 
of the Democratic party, who were no 
sooner in possession of the reins of 
government, than they immediately 
went to work to restore harmony 
among the people and prosperity to 
the country. Let us again put the 
government in their possession, that 
we may get out of our present slough 
of despond, and start again on the 
road to prosperity. The Democratic 
party is the only party that has never 
changed its name to catch the votes of 
the people.

Bank of California Suspended- 


Intense Excitement in San 


Francisco.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , August 27th—4 a . 


m . —At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the Bank of California closed its doors 
on the public and suspended payment. 
The intelligence of this action spread 
through the city like wildfire in a high 
wind, and in ten minutes California 
street from Montgomery to Sausome 
was literally black with human heads. 
The cause of the suspension is the 
locking up of coin by Flood & O’Briet), 
the great rivals of Ralston and the 
Bank of California. 
At five o’clock there was a meeting 
of the Directors of the Bank, when it 
was decided not to resume business. 
They hope, however, to pay all depos­ 
itors in full. 
Of course the suspension had its ef­ 
fects on the other banks anda run was 
made on several institutions, deposit­ 
ors drawing out their money as fast as 
they could get it. The impression is 
that we are on the eve of a tremend­ 
ous panic, and that to-day when there 
is sure to be a run on all the hanks, 
many of them will go under. It is 
the darkest day ever seen in Califor­ 
nia street, and it Is believed that we 
are to see times, in comparison to 
which Black Friday in New York will 
sink into insignificance 


We find the following in the San 
Bernardino Advertiser: “It is rumor­ 
ed that the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company contemplate an extension of 
their Anaheim branch to San Diego. 
Several of the leading men of the 
road, including the Engineer-in-chief, 
have gone on a a reconnoisance toward 
San Diego, and we surmise that it 
bodes no good to the future of that 
city. Stanford & Co. are not desirous 
of building up San Diego, their policy 
is to forestall the operations of eastern 
men interested in making it the ter­ 
minus of a trans-continental route.
